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Another delay hits plans 
for London Paramount

THE multi-billion pound proposed 
London Paramount Park enter¬ 
tainment resort has confirmed yet 
another delay in the long-running 
saga of its creation. 

London Resort Company 
Holdings (LRCH), the developer 
behind the ambitious project for the 
Swanscombe peninsula, revealed 
on Friday a planning application 
will now not be made until next 
year. It had originally suggested it 
would be filed this summer. 

It had been hoped work would 
get under way on building the 
project later this year and open by 
Easter 2021. 

However, LRCH insists it contin¬ 
ues to make “good progress” and 
that the scheme is not in any doubt. 

David Testa, on behalf of London 
Paramount, said: “While we had 
hoped to have submitted an 
application by now, it is much more 
important to ensure the evidence 
base is robust and comprehensive 
to maximise the prospects of 
success, which means the prepara¬ 
tion time is longer. The funds are in 
place to take this project through 


the planning process. 

“We received a wealth of 
feedback at our consultations last 
year which, along with new 
information from further studies 
we have conducted in the area, has 
allowed us to refine our masterp¬ 
lan. We were always conscious 
that there was a need to share 
more detailed information in 
relation to transport and ecology 
and we’ve been working hard on 
those reports. 


“We have decided that, given 
some of the changes we are 
making to the masterplan, we 
should hold a further round of 
public consultation on the updated 
information. This decision comes 
as part of our continued dialogue 
with the planning inspectorate 
and local authorities in Dartford, 
Gravesham and Kent, and the 
Ebbsfleet Development Corpora¬ 
tion. Following the further 
consultation events, we intend to 


submit our application to the 
planning inspectorate in 2017.” 

London Paramount will be an 
entertainment park on the scale of 
Disneyland Paris, offering a host of 
rides using a licensing deal with 
movie studio Paramount to brand 
attractions with big names such as 
Star Trek and Mission Impossible. 

Creating some 27,000 jobs and 
offering thousands of hotel rooms, 
it will feature rides, live music 
venues, cinemas and restaurants. 


Fake £20 notes detected in 
use across parts of county 


lobs blow as high street 
chain BHS joins list of 
collapsed big names 


HUNDREDS of jobs across the county 
look set to be lost after it was 
confirmed this week that retailer 
BHS was to go into liquidation. 

The struggling traditional high 
street chain had suffered in recent 
years and went into administration 
in April. Administrators were Duff & 
Phelps - the same firm now fighting 
to restructure and save Margate’s 
Dreamland park (see page 26). 

BHS has stores in Maidstone, 
Hempstead Valley, Gravesend, 
Tunbridge Wells and Ashford. 

Nationwide, 11,000 jobs will go. 

Although multiple offers were 
received by the administrators, 
which were tasked with trying to 
find a buyer for the chain, none were 
able to complete a deal due the 
working capital required to secure 
the future of the company. 

As a result of the wind down all 163 
stores will be in close down sale mode 
over the coming weeks and whilst 
administrators say continuing efforts 
will be made to sell stores, the jobs of 


8,000 members of staff are likely to go. 

A further 3,000 jobs of non-BHS 
employees who work in the stores 
may also be at risk. 

It is the biggest retail failure since 
Woolworths went bust in 2008. 

Philip Duffy, managing director of 
Duff & Phelps, explained: “The 
British high street is changing and in 
these turbulent times for retailers, 
BHS has fallen as another victim of 
the seismic shifts we are seeing. 

“The tireless work and goodwill of 
the existing management team and 
employees of BHS with the support of 
my team were not enough to change 
the fortunes of the company.” 

BHS fell into administration in April, 
leaving behind a £571 million 
pensions black hole and sparking an 
investigation by MPs into its demise. 

Attention will now turn to the role 
of well known businessman Sir P h ilip 
Green, who owned the chain for 15 
years, and the man he sold it to for £1 
last year, former bankrupt Dominic 
Chappell. 


WARNINGS have been issued 
after a string of fake £20 notes were 
found circulating in east Kent. 

The Scottish notes have been 
used in Canterbury, Dover and New 
Romney and police are warning the 
public to be extra vigilant. 

Fake notes can be hard to spot 
and people are advised to check 
the feel of the paper, the raised print, 
metallic thread and watermark. 


MOTORISTS using the Dartford 
Crossing over coming weekends 
are advised to look out for a series 
of slow-moving, abnormal loads 
that will be using the crossing and 
likely to cause delays as a result. 

Three transformers are being 
moved overnight from LMebrook 
Power Station to Thamesport on the 
Isle of Grain on the evenings of 
Saturday June 4, July 16 and July 24. 


Retailers should also continue to 
use UV detector lights where 
available. 

Investigating officer police 
constable Ben Crook said: “It is a 
criminal offence to hold on to or 
pass on counterfeit notes. 

‘ ‘Shopkeepers should not allow 
the note to go back into circulation. 

‘ ‘We would urge everyone to be 
vigilant and check notes.’ ’ 


While the loads are at the 
crossing, traffic will be temporarily 
held for up to 30 minutes depend¬ 
ing on the progress of the loads. 

On each day the convoy is 
expected to reach the crossing by 
around 9pm and have cleared the 
area by 9.30pm. 

Drivers planning journeys 
during these periods should allow 
extra time.

High Court clears way 
for Virgin's £ 126 m NHS 
deal to finally get started

RICHARD Branson’s Virgin Care 
has seen off a legal challenge giving 
it the green light to take over the 
running of health services across 
Swale, Gravesham and Dartford. 

It was awarded a seven-year deal 
to take over the management of the 
NHS Dartford, Gravesham and 
Swanley Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) and NHS Swale CCG. 

Worth an estimated £18 million a 
year, it was challenged by former 
holders and beaten bidders, the Kent 
Community Health NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust (KCHFT) who claimed 
Virgin would not be able to start the 
contract on time. 

It had been due to begin in April, 
but was delayed due to the legal scrap. 

A spokeswoman from NHS Dart¬ 
ford, Gravesham and Swanley CCG 
and NHS Swale CCG said: “The High 
Court has lifted the suspension 
which now enables the contract 
with Virgin Care to be signed.

“In the forthcoming weeks the 
CCG will work with the new provider 
to reinstate the mobilisation plan 
and ensure the safe handover of 
services from KCHFT.” 

KCHFT chief executive Paul Bent¬ 


ley said he was ‘disappointed’ that 
the suspension had been lifted. 

He said: “It is only right that deci¬ 
sions to award multi-million pound 
NHS contracts should be subject to 
the highest scrutiny. 

“Challenging this decision was 
not something we took lightly. We 
asked the north Kent CCGs for some 
more information about the pro¬ 
curement to confirm the contract 
was fairly awarded. This triggered 
an automatic suspension to the con¬ 
tract being signed. We are still wait¬ 
ing for information from the CCGs. 

“While we are disappointed the 
automatic suspension has been lift¬ 
ed, we respect the court’s decision. 
The case to hear whether the pro¬ 
curement was carried out correctly 
is yet to be heard and we hope that it 
will be not be necessary when the 
information is provided.” 

The deal will see Virgin Care take 
over the running of the Sitting- 
bourne Memorial Hospital, Sheppey 
Community Hospital, Livingstone 
Hospital in Dartford and Gravesham 
Hospital in Gravesend.

Did fox cubs 
chew through 
brake cables? 


POLICE investigating damage caused to 
car brake lines in Tunbridge Wells say 
they believe foxes are to blame. 

Between May 18-31 there have been 
six reports of brake lines being damaged 
in the St James and Langton Green areas. 

Officers investigating called in a 
wildlife expert and they confirmed the 
damage has been caused by foxes. 

In 2009, a similiar investigation in 
West Wickham came to the same 
conclusion. 

Foxes, especially cubs at this time of 
year, are known to rest under vehicles 
and can chew through pipes. 

Insp Christian Mayers said: “Each of 
the incidents were quickly noticed by 
the driver, as they have attempted to 
drive off from being parked. No one has 
been injured as a result of this. 

“These reports are very unusual and, 
as a precaution, I would encourage 
motorists to safely apply their brakes 
before they set off on a journey. 

“Also, check your dashboard for a 
warning light. It Is also a good idea to 
regularly inspect the underside of your 
vehicle 

“Finally, consider regularly washing 
your car to remove any scents left by 
foxes. There are also animal repellents 
available, which can be applied to 
vehicles in order to deter foxes.”

Artefacts from 13th 
century seized in raid 

HISTORICAL artefacts, some dating back to the 13th 
century, have been seized from a house in Sitting- 
bourne as part of a police clampdown on illegal 
metal-detecting.

Insp Dave Smith said: ‘ ‘Nighthawking 
is where people go onto farmland, archaeological sites 
and other areas of interest to find and steal coins and 
other treasure for their historical and financial value. 

‘ ‘This practice permanently deprives the country of 
our heritage and is one we are keen to tackle 
shoulder-to-shoulder with Historic England.’ ’

Former Archbishop 
signs against Brexit 

A FORMER Archbishop of Canterbury has warned 
against ‘ ‘isolation and erecting barriers’ ’ in a letter of 
support for keeping Britain in the EU.

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Gun smuggling mastermind 
put behind bars for 35 years

THE mastermind behind Britain’s biggest 
known gun smuggling operation has been 
sentenced to 35 years for shipping £100,000 
of weapons from the same source used in the 
Charlie Hebdo terror attack in Paris. 

Harry Shilling from Swanley bragged “we 
now officially gangsters” after 22 assault ri¬ 
fles and nine Skorpion sub-machine guns 
from eastern Europe sailed up the River Med¬ 
way from Boulogne in France. 

The 26-year-old and Michael Defraine, 30, 
from Bexleyheath, were found guilty of gun 
smuggling and possessing firearms with intent 
to endanger life following a trial held at the Old 
Bailey amid almost unprecedented security. 

Shilling was handed a sentence of 30 
years in jail, plus five years on extended li¬ 
cence, while Defraine was given 27 years in 
jail, plus five years on extended licence. 

Judge Michael Topolski QC told Shilling: 
“I’m entirely satisfied the truth is you were the 
man in charge of this carefully planned, well- 
funded and sophisticated organisation.” 

The “dangerous young man” had been mo¬ 
tivated by a desire to “maintain, protect and 
expand” his drug business, the judge said. 

The rest of the gang - skipper David Payne, 
43, from Cuxton, Swanley’s Richard Rye, 24, 


and Christopher Owen, 30, from Rochester, 
who had already pleaded guilty - also re¬ 
ceived jail sentences for their role in the “so¬ 
phisticated” enterprise. 

Payne was handed 19 years and six 
months, including five years on extended li¬ 
cence; Rye was sentenced to 19 years and 
three months, including five years on extend¬ 
ed licence; and Owen, who was caught with 
two bullets in his pocket, received five years 
and four months in prison for his lesser role. 

The judge told them: “It has been said that 


it cannot be exaggerated that guns kill and 
maim, terrorise and intimidate and that’s 
why criminals want them. 

“That is why they use them and that’s 
why they organise their importation, sup¬ 
ply and distribution.” 

He said the operation could have caused 
carnage on a “truly horrifying scale”, add¬ 
ing: “The firearms were genuine, fully au¬ 
tomatic and in good condition. They were 
of high calibre. Some of the weapons were 
loaded and ready to be fired.” 


£3k raised to bring 
home missing roofer

Matthew Green, 32, needs specialist health 
care in order to return home which is prompting 
the fundraising drive.

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Ambulance trust chief quits 
after call handling fiasco 



THE chief executive of the scandal- 
hit South East Coast Ambulance 
Service NHS Foundation Trust has 
left “to pursue other interests”. 

Paul Sutton took an agreed leave 
of absence after a damning report in 
March found “fundamental failings” 
over a scheme to delay ambulances 
to patients by diverting calls. 

Chairman Tony Thorne stepped 
down at that stage as pressure from 
regulatory body, Monitor, intensified. 

The secret project was “high risk” 
and did not have approval from board 
members, the 111 NHS helpline or 
commissioners, and up to 20,000 
patients had ambulances delayed. 

A spokesperson said: “South East 
Coast Ambulance Service NHS 
Foundation Trust announces chief 
executive Paul Sutton has now left 
the trust to pursue other interests. 


“The trust would like to thank 
Paul for his contribution to the 
developments and achievements of 
the trust over the past 10 years. 

“The process for finding a 
permanent replacement will start 


immediately and will be subject to 
further announcements as 
appropriate. 

“In the interim period, Geraint 
Davies will continue as acting chief 
executive.” 


Campaigners plan march 
before Shepway meeting 


PLANS for a garden town in 
Shepway that could deliver up 
to 12,000 homes have been 
outlined further in a report 
published by the council - days 
before a crucial cabinet 
meeting. 

The much-needed homes, 
jobs, schools and facilities have 
been earmarked for the 
Otterpool Park site, as the 
authority looks to drum up 
interest ahead of the meeting at 
5pm next Wednesday where 
councillors will decide whether 
to make a formal expression of 
interest to government. 

Leader of the council, David 
Monk, said: “It is the responsi¬ 
bility of each generation to 
provide for the coming 
generations - to enable them to 
be employed and to have a 
home. 


“At the same time more jobs 
are needed.

Meanwhile, the Otterpool 
Newtown Coalition scheduled a 
demonstration in protest to the 
plans for yesterday (Saturday). 

Coordinator David Plumstead 
said: “I’ve been fighting 
Shepway council for over 30 
years but on this occasion 
they’ve gone a step too far.”

LUKEHURST 
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Vile truth behind 
the nation’s most 
prolific paedophile 

Former Folkestone grammar student Richard Huckle will 
be sentenced on Monday for a string of sickening crimes 
against poor young Christian children living in Malaysia

B RITAIN’S worst paedo¬ 
phile planned to “mould” 
one of his victims into his 
“perfect wife” - so he 
could get away with 
abusing more children, a court 
heard. 

Richard Huckle, 30, from Ash¬ 
ford, is facing multiple life sentences 
after he carried out horrific sex 
crimes against up to 200 children in 
Malaysia over nine years. 

He has admitted an unprecedent¬ 
ed number of sex offences against 
poor Christian girls and boys in 
Kuala Lumpur between the ages of 
six months to 12 years. 

Ahead of his sentencing, Huckle 
told a psychiatrist he wanted to put 
“all the madness behind me” and 
seek out a South Indian woman. 

He also blamed his crimes on “ex¬ 
ternal influences”, according to the 
report. 

But prosecutor Brian O’Neill QC, 
pointed out a disturbing post Huckle 
made in 2013 on the dark web site 
TLZ - The Love Zone. 

It it, he detailed how he had 
abused four girls from the same fam¬ 
ily and earmarked one of them to be 
his future wife. 

Describing how he had “fallen in 
love” with South Asia, he wrote: “I 


have gotten particularly close with 
one family whom I have known 
about six years. 

“I have sexual contact with four of 
the girls in that family and though 
the family obviously does not ap¬ 
prove it they try to work around it as 
they know I can be a potentially val¬ 
uable asset to them in future.” 

On marrying one of the girls when 
she turns 18, he wrote: “I feel my 
situation could strongly benefit me 
in that my partner is still quite 
young and I have known her since 
she was seven and I can influence 
her young mind to mould her into 
the perfect wife. 

“My ambition once married would 
be for our family to be like foster car¬ 
ers for children, temporary or long 
term.” 

He wanted to have children of his 
own but added he was “not a big fan 
of incest”. 

He went on: “With having such a 
long standing relationship with my 
wife and being over 10 years older 
than her I would hope I would be 
able to pacify and influence her into 
not reporting me as I would make it 
clear to her that she would lose her 
‘middle class lifestyle’ if I got bust¬ 
ed.” 

He added: “Marriage certainly is 
not suitable for a paedo to a western 
woman (there are women who 
would be safe but they would be ex¬ 
tremely unattractive) but you can 


get away with it a lot more if you live 
in and marry a south Asian girl.” 

Earlier, the court heard how 
Huckle’s parents were so horrified at 
what their son had done they begged 
police to take him away. 

The freelance photographer be¬ 
gan the abuse on a gap year to south 
east Asia at the age of 19, and mas¬ 
queraded as a devout Christian and 
English teacher to gain the trust of 
his victims and their families. He 
went on to post a stream pictures 
and video of himself raping children 
which were shared worldwide on 
the dark web. 

He even set up a crowd funding 
enterprise inviting other paedo¬ 
philes to pay Bitcoins for access to 
more images. 

Huckle wrote a paedophile manu¬ 
al called Paedophiles And Poverty: 
Child Lover Guide as well as a 
“Pedopoints ledger” in which he de¬ 
tailed rapes and various sex acts. 

The manual was on an encrypted 
space on Huckle’s laptop ready for 
publication on the “dark web” 
through a hyperlink. 

His “Pedopoints” ledger was a pri¬ 
vate record of the children he had 
abused. He had made it a game of 
different types of indecent activities. 
Under the rules, he could not score 
for the same activity for the same 
child in the same week. 

The ledger was also on an en¬ 
crypted part of his laptop and he had

written about the Pedopoints on a 
members only paedophile site called 
TLZ which has since been closed 
down. 

Twenty-three children from 
mainly poor Christian families in 
Kuala Lumpur were identified in the 
71 offences he pleaded guilty to, al¬ 
though it is believed Huckle abused 
up to 200 young victims. 

The details can only now be re¬ 
ported because investigators 
had been granted a court order al¬ 
lowing time to get the material 
removed from the internet and pro¬ 
tect the children from any future 
abuse. 

Prosecutor Brian O’Neill QC told 
how Huckle targeted and groomed 
deprived children impressing them 
with his “relative wealth and status 
as a Westerner”. 

Huckle was so confident that he 
put together a paedophile guide on 
how to select victims and avoid de¬ 
tection, and bragged on abuse fo¬ 
rums on the Dark Web about how 
one three-year-old girl was as loyal 
to him as a dog. 

Acting on information, Huckle 
was arrested by the National Crime 
Agency when he touched down at 
Gat wick airport en route to spend 
Christmas at home with his family 
in 2014. 

Mr O’Neill said Huckle was bailed 
to return to his parents’ home after 
refusing investigators’ questions. 

The next day, his mother asked 


him about the allegations and he ad¬ 
mitted he had sex with children. 

Mr O’Neill said: “His mother was 
extremely upset and angry. She and 
his father called the police and asked 
them to take their son away. 

“Both have made witness state¬ 
ments in support of this prosecu¬ 
tion.” 

Huckle has admitted 71 child sex 
offences, including multiple rapes, 
against 23 identified children aged 
between six months and 12 years 
old. 

However, the NCA were not able to 
crack all the encrypted files on 
Huckle’s computer which could con¬ 
tain indecent images of far more vic¬ 
tims totalling up to 200. 

An NSPCC spokesman said: 
“There is no doubt Huckle is an in¬ 
credibly dangerous paedophile who 
must be kept away from children at 
all costs. 

“His delight in abusing babies and 
toddlers - which he boasted about on 
the internet - shows the depths of his 
warped depravity. 

“This case highlights the urgent 
need for a global effort to crack down 
on those who use the web to exploit 
and hurt vulnerable youngsters. 

“And internet service providers 
must take responsibility to cleanse 
the web of these images and prevent 
them from being viewed in the first 
place.”

A LEADING campaigner 
against plans to build a 
lorry park the size of Dis¬ 
neyland as a long-term 
solution to Operation 
Stack has welcomed criticism of the 
proposals by the Commons’ transport 
committee. 

Some £250million was pledged by 
the chancellor last year to build a per¬ 
manent lorry park near Stanford at 
junction 11 of the M20, capable of 
holding almost 4,000 large goods ve¬ 
hicles. 

It is aimed to ease problems which 
caused havoc last summer when 
problems at the ports and Eurotunnel 
terminal caused a backlog of HGVs 
which are then forced to park on the 
M20, closing stretches of the motor¬ 
way and putting huge strain on sur¬ 
rounding roads. 

In a report published on Wednes¬ 
day, the committee said the govern¬ 
ment is right to seek a solution to the 
level of disruption caused by Stack, 
but more should be done to demon¬ 
strate that the lorry park will deliver 
as a solution. 

Matthew Webb, chairman of Stan¬ 
ford Parish Council, who has long 
campaigned against the plans, said 
he was delighted to read the report 
and hear his thoughts echoed. 


He told KoS: “It’s very positive and 
I’m very pleased to see that finally a 
body on a national level such as the 
transport committee has said what 
we have been saying for a long time. 

“I wouldn’t say we’ve been vilified, 
but certainly participants in the de¬ 
bate have called us Nimbys [Not In 
My Back Yard campaigners] but we’re 
not Nimbys, there’s so much more to 
it than that. 

“We’ve already got a lorry park [at 
Stop 24] and we wouldn’t be against 
that being made larger, but one huge 
lorry park is not the best working so¬ 
lution. 

“The report supports every criti¬ 
cism of it that we have made, but the 
main one is simply that there are not 
enough facts.” 

Cllr Webb has given evidence at a 
number of government meetings in 
Westminster, and told the transport 
committee in March that the envi¬ 
ronmental impact of a lorry park in 
Stanford would be devastating to the 
local community. 

He instead suggested a series of 
smaller parks, highlighting the fact 
that a fire or similar incident at one 
single park would immediately put 
trucks back on the roads. 

He added: “I think this report will 
be listened to by government, but the 
question is to what degree will it be 
acted on? 

“It’s one thing to put down the little 
man from Stanford, it’s another to 


dismiss the findings of a select com¬ 
mittee. 

“We wait and see the extent to 
which they go away and re-think the 
plans. 

“In times of austerity, a minister 
who goes and spends £2 50m while 
ignoring the advice of the transport 
committee is a foolish one.” 

The report found that the decision 
to proceed was rushed in reaction to 
the events of the summer of 2015 
when Stack was used longer than 
ever before due to a perfect storm of 
French workers striking to block ferry 
traffic and migrants invading Euro¬ 
tunnel to prevent trains from travel¬ 
ling under the Channel. 

The committee called on transport 
ministers to demonstrate the neces¬ 
sity of building the lorry park, includ¬ 
ing the cost-benefit ratios of alterna¬ 
tive solutions and whether the park is 
proportionate and appropriate to the 
scale and frequency of disruption. 

It also stressed the need to factor in 
environmental and social costs on 
the locality, economic benefits and 
the long-terms costs of operating, 
maintaining, renewing and, eventu¬ 
ally, decommissioning the lorry park. 

Launching the report, chair of the 
committee, Louise Ellman said: “The 
disruption caused by Operation Stack 
affects many people in Kent but this is 
not just a local issue. 

“The routes to Dover and Folke¬ 
stone are important nationally - they 
carry more than 80 per cent of the 
road freight entering or leaving the 
UK. 

“The government has settled on a 
lorry park as the best solution but 
what they are proposing is on a vast 
scale and could cost up to a quarter of 
a billion pounds. 

“Ministers need to do more in 
order to justify this spending and it 
should do more to demonstrate why a 
lorry park roughly the size of Disney¬ 
land in California is better than 
the alternatives we heard about 
North & West 


during our inquiry. 

“We are not saying that the gov¬ 
ernment should not press ahead with 
its proposal, only that it has more 
work to do to persuade us of the busi¬ 
ness case for this investment.” 

Ian Pointon, chairman of the Kent 
Police Federation, rejected the sug¬ 
gestion that the process has been 
rushed, instead believing that a solu¬ 
tion was 30 years in the making. 

“To say that we have reached this 
hastily is ridiculous,” he told us. 

“It might be hasty for some kind of 
snail but we have not rushed this, 
we’ve done quite the opposite.” 

Dover MP Charlie Elphicke agreed 
by tweeting that campaigning had 
gone on for a decade, while Damian 
Collins, MP for Folkestone and Hythe 
added: “We must proceed at pace 
with a solution. We’ve spent years 
looking at this and the lorry park is 
the best option.” 

“I know a magician won Britain’s 
Got Talent, but I suspect even him 
working alongside Dynamo wouldn’t 
make those lorries disappear, so 
we’ve got to find some way of getting 
them off the road,” Mr Pointon added. 

“I understand the objections and if 
I was asked if I wanted a huge lorry 
park at the bottom of my garden, I’d 
probably say no, and there are a lot of 
logistical issues that need to be con¬ 
sidered. 

“It’s not a case of laying some tar¬ 
mac over the countryside, you need 
to make sure the drivers have got the 
proper facilities available as well.” 

Similarly, the Tunbridge Wells- 
based Freight Transport Association 
feared the findings of the report could 
prolong the misery of Kent residents. 

Malcolm Bingham, head of road 
network management policy, said: 
“There needs to be a managed flow of 
traffic to the port and tunnel. If a 
large lorry area is the answer, then 
the residents of Kent deserve an ex¬ 
planation of what the need is and how 
it will work. 


“Equally if that is not the solution, 
any alternatives need to be fully ex¬ 
plored. 

“We want to keep the wheels of in¬ 
dustry turning so it is essential to 
manage the impact of cross-Channel 
disruption in the best possible way 
and involve the logistics industry in 
the creation of the solution.” 

It was announced last week that a 
£130m contract for the construction 
of the park was awarded to interna¬ 
tional infrastructure group, Balfour 
Beatty. 

Debbie Burton of the Smarter Op¬ 
tions than Stanford for Kent group 
opposed to the lorry park said: “It just 
seems the process is not being fol¬ 
lowed. 

“We have been advised of nothing, 
yet it appears to be a done deal -1 have 
seen plans from Balfour Beatty dat¬ 
ing back to last October.” 

A spokesperson for the Department 
for Transport (DfT) said: “It is right 
that we find a permanent solution 
and we’re determined to keep Kent 
moving. 

“That is why up to £250m was 
made available to build a lorry 
park which could take lorries off the 
county’s roads in the event of disrup¬ 
tion. 

“Highways England received more 
than 1,000 responses to its public 
consultation on this issue and will 
announce a decision on the preferred 
site soon.” 

The DfT says the next step is for the 
secretary of state to make an an¬ 
nouncement on the way forward in 
summer 2016. 

Highways England would hold a 
further six week consultation on a 
preferred site before construction 
starts. 

Last month, roads minister An¬ 
drew Jones confirmed in a letter to 
Faversham and Mid Kent MP Helen 
Whately that Manston Airport would 
be used as a temporary solution 
should Stack come into force.

Is concept of 
social mobility 
in our selective 
system a myth? 

Grammar schools are justified by claims they 
allow those from all backgrounds to aspire to 
top grades. But is that really the case anymore? 
Kent County Council is taking steps this week in 
a bid to ensure it once again becomes a reality

T HE county’s decision to stick with a 
selective school system while al¬ 
most all other authorities dismissed 
theirs, is as much down to the 
county’s historic Conservative rul¬ 
ers than any parental pressure. 

While it is nigh on impossible not to argue 
that the 11-plus system is one that labels pu¬ 
pils as ‘failures’ at a delicate and early stage in 
their schooling, it is also not hard to under¬ 
stand why parents will fight tooth and nail to 
get their son and daughter into one of them. 

Regardless of political leaning, the desire to 
get your child through the Kent Test and in 
with a chance of mixing it with the so-called 
academic elite is hard to resist. After all, all 
parents want the very best for their children. 

But by creaming off the most talented and 
proclaiming them the best, it delivers a dam¬ 
aging blow to the county’s non-selectives. 
With nigh on the top 30 per cent removed, 
many struggle to hit exam grade targets. 

Yet the justification of keeping the selective sys¬ 
tem in place is that it promotes social mobility. 

Increasingly, however, that appears to be an 
aspiration rather than a reality. 

And Kent County Council, it seems, is get¬ 
ting concerned as to just how the grammar 
places are distributed. 

Last week it published a draft report into a 
series of recommendations it wanted to take to 
ensure selective places were not so dominated 
by middle class pupils with parents capable of

financing coaching to help them secure the 
pass mark in the Kent Test. 

Tomorrow (Monday) a nine-strong, cross¬ 
party select committee will meet to rubber- 
stamp the document which will, in turn, be 
presented to both the cabinet later this month 
and full council in July. 

It could signal one of the most significant 
changes in admission procedure for years and 
address mounting concerns those from poorer 
financial backgrounds are at a disadvantage. 

The group is being led by county councillor 
Jenny Whittle. She said: “The remit of this 
committee focuses on what can be done to im¬ 
prove the representation of children from dis¬ 
advantaged backgrounds in grammar schools 
so that they too can benefit from a selective 
education if it is appropriate for them. 

“That just 57 per cent of high ability children 
in receipt of pupil premium [additional funding 
for those from a disadvantaged background] in 
Kent attend a grammar school, compared to 79 
per cent of similar ability children not eligible 
for pupil premium, highlights that concerted 
action needs to be taken to ensure that more 
academically able children from poorer back¬ 
grounds have the same access to selective edu¬ 
cation as their more affluent peers. 

“Our research has found that strong part¬ 
nerships between schools and parents, and 
between primary and secondary schools - and 
in the context of this committee’s report, 
grammar schools - are essential to ensure 
that bright children from poorer backgrounds 
are identified early to apply to take the Kent 
Test and be properly supported through the 
process, including at the appeals stage.” 

Education consultant and a former gram¬ 
mar school head teacher, Peter Read, was con¬ 
sulted as part of the committee’s deliberations. 

He explained: “There is clear evidence there 
are real barriers to progression for children on 
pupil premium from primary schools to gram¬ 
mars. Sadly, there is also too much evidence 
that children in primaries whose headteach¬ 
ers oppose selective education, are discrimi¬ 
nated against with regard to grammar school 
admission. I regularly talk with families where 
there is no encouragement or advice given for 
able children by the school, no headteacher as¬ 
sessments [appeals] and no support at appeal, 
so they are massively disadvantaged by their 
schools. It is a disgrace that such teachers use 
their personal opinions to damage the futures 
of children they should be nurturing. 

“Grammar schools need to play their part in

this and, whilst many are building up good rela¬ 
tionships with primary schools, working to un¬ 
derstand the barriers, and making themselves 
more approachable, others remain in their ivory 
towers with expensive uniforms and other trap¬ 
pings that can be very off-putting. 

“There are many excellent ideas in the recom¬ 
mendations, and examples of good practice al¬ 
ready in place, but KCC has now lost many of its 
powers to bring about change. With good will and 
determination on all sides, there is much that can 
be achieved, with children’s life chances being en¬ 
hanced through the social mobility the system 


ought and must encourage.” 

But critics of the selective system say it doesn’t 
go far enough. 

Joanne Bartley, chair of Kent Education Network 
said: “We do not believe the commission’s draft re¬ 
port goes anywhere near solving the problem. 

“The issue is clear. On average, disadvan¬ 
taged pupils make up 27 per cent of the total 
number on roll in non-selective schools, while 
the equivalent figure in grammar schools is six 
per cent. The fact a commission was needed to 
examine the problem itself disproves the myth 
that a selective system improves social mobility. 


The report is a refreshingly honest attempt to 
examine the problem, and we agree with its 
conclusion that ‘current access to grammar 
schools is not solely based on academic ability 
but is impacted by family income’. 

“While recognising that family wealth deter¬ 
mines the future of most of our children, the 
commission admits it can only make sugges¬ 
tions, lacking as it does the power to impose any 
meaningful solutions. Furthermore, in the un¬ 
likely event that all 16 of the commission’s rec¬ 
ommendations were to be adopted, there would 
be only a slight increase in the number of disad¬ 


vantaged children going to grammar schools. It 
does not face up to the problem of widespread 
coaching and recent attempts to make it ‘un- 
coachable’ appear to have failed.” 

Adds Cllr Whittle: “The educational landscape is 
changing rapidly with increasing numbers of 
schools becoming academies. As such, the recom¬ 
mendations are just that - none of them can be im¬ 
posed on schools. We believe, however, that KCC, 
primary and grammar schools have a moral re¬ 
sponsibility to work together to support the most 
academically able children from disadvantaged 
backgrounds to access grammar schools.”

As KoS has reported extensively in recent weeks, the row 
over plans to become an academy at a Canterbury grammar 
school is threatening to dethrone head Jane Robinson, right. 
Now KCC has confirmed there were problems with the 
process meaning governors will have to vote again on plans

A SENIOR Kent County 
Council executive has 
confirmed there were 
breaches of procedure in 
a Kent grammar school’s 
attempt to become an academy. 

Simon Langton Girls’ Grammar 
School (SLGGS) has come under in¬ 
tense scrutiny after pushing ahead 
with plans to become what is known as 
a multi academy trust (MAT) in order 
to allow it to also take over struggling 
Sturry school the Spires Academy. 

Started in November, parents have 
complained of a lack of information 
and transparency in the process. It has 
led to pressure on head teacher Jane 
Robinson - who has spearheaded the 
proposals - and the governing body. 

In remarkable scenes, pupils staged 


a walkout in protest at the academi- 
sation plans and teachers are threat¬ 
ening to strike. 

Now, after an investigation by Kent 
County Council, Patrick Leeson, cor¬ 
porate director for education and 
young people’s services, has written 
to parents confirming there were is¬ 
sues - although not enough to force 
the process to start again. 

The consultation plan has already 
been pushed back as a result of the 
backlash. 

In the letter, Mr Leeson said: “KCC 
has already investigated one specific 
issue and has informed the governing 
dody that one governor was not eligi¬ 
ble to vote at the meeting on Novem¬ 
ber 25, 2015, although this did not 
materially affect the outcome of the 
votes taken at that meeting. 

“KCC has sought further legal ad¬ 
vice on this matter in light of a 


number of the complaints received, 
and can now confirm that there were 
other procedural shortcomings at the 
full governing body meeting on No¬ 
vember 25 which breached the school 
governance (roles, procedures and al¬ 
lowances) (England) regulations 
2013. 

“Two governors with a conflict of 
interest did not remove themselves 
from the meeting at the appropriate 
time contrary to the regulations and 
indeed voted on one of the two votes 
taken, which may have been contra¬ 
ry to the regulations. 

“Consequently, it has been agreed 
the governing body will meet again 
without those who have a conflict of in¬ 
terest being present for the parts of the 
meeting to which the conflict applies. 

“Those with a conflict of interest 
will not be permitted to vote on mat¬ 
ters to which the conflict applies. The 



governing body will then vote upon 
whether or not they wish to confirm 
the decisions taken at the November 
25 meeting to apply for academy sta¬ 
tus and to form a MAT including the 
Spires Academy. 

“If the governing body does con¬ 
firm those decisions, they will then go 
on to consider the outcome of the ex¬ 
tended consultation process before 
making a final decision as to whether 
they should enter into a funding 
agreement with the secretary of state 
to become an academy. 

“At their meeting the governors 
should have available to them all writ¬ 


ten information which was originally 
considered on the pros and cons of the 
academisation process. They should 
also have available to them (if they af¬ 
firm the November 25 votes) the re¬ 
sponses to the extended consultation 
process, which they should consider 
before making their final decision. 

“Our intention has always been to 
see a transparent consultation proc¬ 
ess whereby all parents, staff and stu¬ 
dents have the opportunity to express 
their views.” 

A public meeting will take place at 
the school on June 8 to further dis¬ 
cuss the proposals.

IDS: Kent knows the problems 
first hand so you must vote leave 

Writing exclusively for Kent on Sunday the former Conservative leader and prominent campaigner 
for Britain to leave the European Union, Iain Duncan Smith, explains why he believes we’re better off 
voting out on June 23 and how the county knows better than most of the problems that are caused.

I F there’s one thing I care about in 
this referendum, it is taking back 
control of our right as a nation to 
decide who can live and work in 
this country. 

As a member of the European Un¬ 
ion, Britain has lost control over its 
borders. 

Today anyone who is a member of 
the EU, even if they have a criminal 
record, has the right to come to Brit¬ 
ain. And that may not matter much 
to the politicians in Westminster or 
the big businesses in the City, but it 
matters to people in Kent. As the lead¬ 
er of Kent County Council said re¬ 
cently, “The pressure is growing in 
coastal communities. I think we need 
government to give us help in these 
townships in some wards.” 

There is nothing socially just about 
uncontrolled immigration. Having 
an open door to almost 500 million 
people makes it impossible for our 
government to plan for the schools, 
hospitals and homes that we need. 
And it is people in Kent who are some 
of the biggest losers from this. 

I have always wanted young people 
to have the opportunity of owning 
their own home, but over the last 15 
years, immigration has created two 
thirds of the additional households in 
the UK. In fact we need to build 
around 240 houses every day for the 
next 20 years just to be able to cope 
with increased demand from future 
migration. Such is the struggle to get 
on the housing ladder that the 
average age for a first time 
buyer is now 31. 

And it’s not just 
housing. 

The government it¬ 
self admits it will 
have to find extra 
school places equiva¬ 
lent to building 27 
new secondary schools 
or 100 new primary 
schools just to keep up with 
the level of immigration. 

Perhaps worst of all, 
the vast ma¬ 
jority of 


EU migrants take low skilled 
work. This has created un¬ 
fair competition for British 
workers. It has resulted in a 
fall in the level of wages for 
British workers by some 
10 per cent over the last 
few years even as costs of 
living have risen. 

That is why uncontrolled 
immigration is clearly 
unsustaina¬ 


ble, but unless we leave the EU this 
problem will get worse, not better. 
Even if we ignore the fact that a further 
five countries expected to enter the EU 
in 2020, including Turkey, just based 
on current levels of net migration an 
extra 2.58 million people will be added 
to the UK population by 2030. That’s 
the equivalent of five cities the size of 
Manchester entering the UK. 

And regardless how many coun¬ 
tries join the EU in the future, the pull 
factor for current migrants already ex¬ 
ists and will only increase if we re¬ 
main. The average wage in this coun¬ 
try is more than six times that of 
someone’s in Bulgaria and the nation¬ 
al living wage, one of this govern¬ 
ment’s most far-sighted achieve¬ 
ments, is due to rise to around £9 
by 2020. 

The fact that people can move 
freely across Europe poses 
great problems for our nation¬ 
al security. Under the Europe¬ 
an Court of Justice, our gov¬ 
ernment cannot even require 
migrants from other EU 
states to have a permit issued 
by UK authorities, despite 
the fact that permits from 


other EU countries are systematically 
forged. This will make it easier for ter¬ 
rorists to enter the UK using forged 
documents - and it will be the people 
of Kent who will be forced to bear the 
brunt of that injustice. 

But it’s not just about the number 
of people - having an immigration 
system that favours one group of peo¬ 
ple is simply unfair. 

Because of our open border with 
the EU, skilled workers from outside 
the EU are being turned away in an 
attempt to control the overall level of 
migration. 

This is not only discriminatory, it 
means that our businesses and our 
economy miss out on talented people 
from outside the EU, many of whom 
share a history and language with us 
as members of the Commonwealth - 
be that a qualified engineer from In¬ 
dia or a doctor from Jamaica. 

I can think of no self-governing 
country that would willingly sacri¬ 
fice its border, many of its laws, vast 
sums of its money and much of its de¬ 
mocracy in order to trade with neigh¬ 
bouring countries. So why on earth 
would we want to remain in a system 
that has required exactly that? 


And why would we want to remain 
inside a system that makes it harder 
for our small businesses to grow and 
create jobs for people here in Kent? 

We are, after all, a nation of entre¬ 
preneurs - today small businesses 
employ more than 15 million people 
in our country. But despite the fact 
that just six per cent of UK firms actu¬ 
ally trade with the EU, all of our busi¬ 
nesses must comply with EU rules 
and regulations costing £600 million 
every week. It is not the jobs of a trad¬ 
ing block to decide what laws a coun¬ 
try should have to follow. It should be 
up to us, the British people, to decide. 

In just a few weeks’ time we have 
once in a lifetime opportunity to take 
back control of our country - to con¬ 
trol our borders and have a fair immi¬ 
gration system, to spend our money 
on our priorities like the NHS, to re¬ 
store real democracy to our country 
and to re-engage and trade with the 
rest of the world. 

It is a vision of a fairer, more secure 
and more prosperous Britain. A Brit¬ 
ain that says yes to Europe, but no to 
the European Union. Let’s vote for our 
own British independence day on 
June 23.

OR over 1,400 years, Canter¬ 
bury has been a centre of 
learning.

But for over 
50 years we have both made higher 
education an inextricable part of the 
city. And we have campuses across the 
county - Medway, Broadstairs, Ton- 
bridge and Tunbridge Wells. 

We are the children of far-sighted 
leadership in Kent in the 1960s and we 
are in turn proud of the contribution 
our staff and students make to the so¬ 
cial, sporting and cultural life of our 
communities. We are pleased, too, that 
visitors are able to make use of our fa¬ 
cilities, such as the Sidney Cooper Art 
Gallery, the Gulbenkian Theatre and 
the Colyer Fergusson Concert Hall. 

Our two universities are major busi¬ 
nesses.

Regardless of their own individual 
views, we will be encouraging all our 
students to register and to exercise 
their democratic right to vote. It is 
their future.

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The not-so-fast food making 
its way - slowly - to your table 

Meet snail farmer Helen Howard from Littlebourne whose business has grown 
over the last ten years to supply some of the country’s top chefs in a rare delicacy

O UR county is justly proud 
of its extensive range of 
fresh produce grown or 
nurtured on our fields 
and farms. 

From soft fruits and vegetables to 
mouthwatering meats and all the 
bounty from our coastline, we are 
rich in what we produce. 

But to the long line of items being 
produced we can now add a certain je 
ne sais quoi - because after producing 
sparking wines to give the French 
producers a run for their money, now 
we’re farming that traditional delica¬ 
cy of our continental cousins - snails 
-too. 

Produced and shipped out to some 
of London’s top restaurants, produc¬ 
ers are climbing the slippery slope to 
success. 

From a modest start, Helen Howard 
now runs H&HR Escargots in Little- 
bourne, near Canterbury. 

They were once a major food group 
in the country, but over the centuries, 


they faded from favour and are now 
regarded as an almost French-only 
menu item. 

That doesn’t mean you should dash 
out to the garden with fork and shovel 
in hand, but edible snails are availa¬ 
ble in Britain, so long as you pick the 
right ones. 

Most Brits are somewhat squeam¬ 
ish about putting a cooked snail in 
their mouth, but Mrs Howard says 


they are genuinely delicious. 

After all, it’s not just the French 
who treat them with the respect they 
deserve. The populations of Singa¬ 
pore, and even Spain and Portugal 
are partial to a nice snail in their 
cooking pot. 

But Britain remains steadfastly 
anti-snail, but Mrs Howard, the heli- 
culturalist, is determined to change 
all that. 


She set up her firm a decade ago 
and has seen it grow somewhat faster 
than a snail’s top speed ever since and 
now supplies some leading chefs 
across Britain. 

She told us: “Currently I am selling 
almost 1,000 a week at £35 per kilo 
upwards, plus delivery which is either 
courier or post. The nice lady at the 
Post Office doesn’t mind, so long as 
she can’t hear them in the box.” 

It was a modest start for the former 
biology teacher. 

She said it all started by accident 
when her daughter went to agricul¬ 
tural college. She was made redun¬ 
dant by Kent County Council and 
wanted something to tie in with her 
daughter’s studies, but didn’t com¬ 
pletely take over the house or require 
land. 

After an internet search, snails it 
was. 

She said: “I went on a day course 
with a farmer in the west country 
and from there started off. 

“Initially I was cold-calling restau¬ 
rants around here which was really 
hard work at first. 

“Gradually and slowly I managed 



to get a couple of regular customers 
and word of mouth helped from there. 

“I supply Kent lad Allan Pickett at 
his London restaurant Piquet and he 
has helped enormously in spreading 
the world about me. 

“We only send out live snails; chefs 
like to get them that way, so they 
know no one has been messing 
with them by preparing them in a

way they don’t approve of.” 

She said snails are actually part of 
our cultural heritage, albeit some¬ 
what forgotten now. 

“The Romans brought them here a 
couple of thousand years ago and 
they were eaten by monks during 
Lent fast days because they were re¬ 
garded as fish, or rather wallfish.” 

She raises Helix aspersa maxima 


and Helix aspersa muller, which are 
not exactly common in your garden. 

Starting in the back room of her 
home, the babies are eventually 
transferred to pens outside where the 
main problem is protecting them 
against predators. 

Mrs Howard said: “Just about every 
species of wildlife in the UK eats 
snails, so keeping safe can be tough. 


Feeding is from apples, cabbage, cher¬ 
ries and plums. 

“They do like to breed naturally 
and as they are hermaphrodite all of 
them can lay eggs. They know what 
to do instinctively, so getting them to 
breed needs to interaction from me. 
They just get on with it. 

“I know they are fully ready for 
market because the edge of their shell 


starts to turn up like the brim of a 
hat.” 

Her reputation has soared in recent 
years and has even made appearanc¬ 
es on the BBC’s Great British Menu 
and ITV’s The Alan Titchmarsh 
Show. 

“I do my own training courses now 
for people who want to start their 
own snail farms,” she said. 

“I had one woman from Nigeria 
who was telling me the biggest prob¬ 


lems she had at home was ants. At 
least we don’t have serious problems 
from those over here.” 

As for the health benefits of wolfing 
down a few snails, she added: “They 
are packed full of protein, minerals 
and vitamins. 

“We love seafood in the UK and if 
you cook a snail properly, they have a 
lovely soft texture.”

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It swung the vote for Ukip in last May’s local elections, and divides the population of Thanet. But it 
seems any hopes of seeing planes back at Manston are fading after development plans push ahead

T HE future of Manston Air¬ 
port appears no closer to 
being solved as three sepa¬ 
rate parties accelerate 
their respective plans for 

the site. 

Stone Hill Park Ltd, which owns 
the site, intends to transform it into a 
mixed-use space, which would fea¬ 
ture some 2,500 homes as well as lei¬ 
sure and commercial zones. 

It is, however, a development fierce¬ 
ly opposed by those who refuse to en¬ 
tertain the prospect of the site no 
longer being used as a commercial 
airport. 

The firm, which is also behind the 
Discovery Park site in Sandwich, offi¬ 
cially submitted a planning applica¬ 
tion for the proposals to Thanet Dis¬ 
trict Council on Tuesday. 

Ray Mallon, spokesperson for Stone 
Hill Park, said: “We have carried out 
extensive consultation with local 
people and organisations and the 
feedback has helped shape the scheme 
that has now been submitted. 

“The application outlines a care¬ 
fully designed, mixed use site which 
is sympathetic to existing settlements 
and preserves the heritage of the 
former Manston airfield. 

“The development will bring much 
needed jobs, homes, leisure and com¬ 
munity facilities to east Kent, as well 
as a multi-million pound boost to the 
local economy and local public 
bodies." 

To date more than £1.4m has been 
invested in preparing the scheme, 
with a project team that includes 
some of the most experienced in their 
field, including global planning and 
property consultants, Bilfinger GVA 
and master planners Planlt. 

Engineering and ecology special¬ 
ists, WSP, travel advisors AECOM, 
lawyers Herbert, Smith Freehills, PR 
consultants Pillory Barn and a 
number of specialists dealing with 



specific elements of the scheme, in¬ 
cluding archaeology and heritage 
have also been appointed. 

Its progress has been slow and 
steady. And it’s looking increasingly 
more likely to emerge as the future vi¬ 
sion for the hugely controversial 
Thanet site. 

Local campaigners have registered 
significant opposition to the plans in 
recent months, with community 
groups and MPs rallying to help get 
planes flying from Manston once 
again. 

It appears their best bet is the 
American investment firm RiverOak, 
which previously attempted to part¬ 
ner with the council and acquire the 
site through a compulsory purchase 
order (CPO). But the authority failed 
to get the assurances and details 
which were essential for any such 
move to go ahead. 

RiverOak still insists it intends to 
purchase the site and return it to a 
functioning airport, and this week 
continued preparations to launch its 
own development con¬ 
sent order (DCO) by 
appointing a ‘profes¬ 
sional team’ of legal, 
aviation, planning, en¬ 
vironmental impact, 
public affairs and 
public relations spe¬ 
cialists, to support its 
application. 

A DCO is an order 
that helps secure per¬ 
mission for develop¬ 
ments categorised as 
Nationally Significant 
Infrastructure Projects. 

It can include the right 
for compulsory pur¬ 
chase of land. 

The team is led by 
London law firm Bir- 
cham Dyson Bell (BDB), 
which specialises in 
DCOs and offers one ol 
the largest and most ex¬ 
perienced teams of its 
kind in the UK. 


To date they have acted for the pro¬ 
moters of 11 successfully granted 
DCOs with a 12th in progress, and 
they have acted, or are acting for, 
third parties affected by a further 12. 

Engineering consultancy Amec 
Foster Wheeler will lead on prepara¬ 
tion of a detailed environmental im¬ 
pact assessment (EIA) covering issues 
ranging from noise, air and water 
quality to transport impact and his¬ 
toric environment. 

Amec Foster Wheeler has particu¬ 
lar experience in delivering EIAs and 
consents for DCO applications and 
other large infrastructure projects, 
including some of the largest and 
most high-profile projects such as the 
third runway proposals at Heathrow 
Airport, which will become a DCO 
project should it gain government 
support. 

Northpoint Aviation Consultancy 
continues to support RiverOak in all 
aspects of the airport investment ap¬ 
praisal, forecasting, business plan¬ 
ning and due diligence and they are 


joined by Viscount Aviation, Azi¬ 
muth Consulting, whose focus will be 
the further development of a detailed 
demand and capacity study of the UK 
air freight market, and Osprey. 

The latter will support the team on 
airspace issues relating to the CAA 
licensing process which runs in par¬ 
allel to the DCO application. 

In addition, Mouchel will provide 
land referencing services to the 
project. 

RiverOak hopes to make the site a 
major international centre for air 
freight, a reliever for the major air¬ 
ports of London, an extensive aircraft 
recycling and engineering facility, a 
base for at least one passenger carri¬ 
er, a flight training school and a fixed 
base operation for executive travel. 

Spokesperson George Yerrall said: 
“We have had productive initial 
meetings with the planning inspec¬ 
torate, covering a range of issues 
relevant to RiverOak’s proposed 
application. 

“We have now put in 
>lace a very strong and 
:xperienced team of 
iviation and planning 
experts to support us 
is we move further for¬ 
ward through the 
process. 

“Our intention is to 
consult widely with 
the community in east 
Kent and beyond to 
ensure we hear and 
can respond to the 
hopes, aspirations and 
concerns of people 
living across the re¬ 
gion as part of our 
proposals. 

“Manston has a 
strong case to be con¬ 
sidered a Nationally 
Significant Infra¬ 
structure Project as it 
offers much-needed 
runway capacity in 
the south east of Eng¬ 
land and is a re¬ 


source that should be working hard 
on behalf of the country, not simply 
left derelict to be bulldozed for hous¬ 
ing and light industrial use that is al¬ 
ready well provided for in the local 
area.” 

Thanet District Council last week 
abandoned its hunt for an indemnity 
partner to launch a CPO after a soft 
marketing exercise failed to bear 
fruit. 

However, a third possible outcome 
has also arisen, after the council re¬ 
vealed in a report there were parties 
interested in approaching Stone Hill 
Park to negotiate a purchase of the 
land with the intention of getting 
planes back on the runway - one of 
which was backed by £150m in sov¬ 
ereign wealth funds. 

“The debate over the future of this 
site has caused confusion and, at 
times, distress for local people - as 
well as economic uncertainty for the 
area,” Mr Mallon added. 

“Repeated studies and market test¬ 
ing exercises have shown that avia¬ 
tion is not feasible on this site. 

“It’s now time for the council to fo¬ 
cus on what is feasible and best for the 
future of this area. 

“For the avoidance of any doubt. 
Stone Hill Park has been approached 
by one party who are exploring nu¬ 
merous possible infrastructure 
projects across the country and as¬ 
sessing which, if any, are feasible. 

“I would describe them as credible 
speculators, exploring, with an open 
mind, the possibility of aviation use 
on the site. 

“We have held one meeting with 
them during which the feasibility of 
an airport was discussed, along with 
our plans for mixed development of 
the site: plans which we have now 
submitted. 

“I have no doubt that if this party 
commissions a feasibility study on 
this site it will reach the same conclu¬ 
sion as all the previous reports, 
studies and market testing exercises 
- an airport is not a sustainable 
proposition.” 
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Rollercoaster ride for 
Dreamland continues 

Administrators called in to Margate’s pleasure palace but it 
remains ‘business as usual’ despite latest financial setback

D reamland’s financial 

plight took another sig¬ 
nificant twist last week¬ 
end as the company 
which operated it slumped 
into administration. 

It comes less than six months after 
Sands Heritage Ltd revealed debts of 
£2.9 million and was forced to strike 
a new deal with creditors. 

Now it has waved the little white 
flag and called in administrators Duff 
& Phelps to take over its running. 

But the good news for the much 
loved revived park, which is gearing 
up for what it hopes will be a profita¬ 
ble summer season, is that the ad¬ 
ministrators intend to not only keep 
Dreamland open for business, but 
also ensure it is in a fit state for a new 
operator to come in and take it over. 

Ironically, the news came as the 
park welcomed in thousands of visi¬ 
tors for the late May bank holiday 
weekend. 

Nearly 3,000 alone attended to 


visit a special exhibition devoted to 
classic TV show Only Fools and 
Horses (see box). 

In a statement issued by Duff & 
Phelps, managing directors Ben¬ 
jamin Wiles and Paul Williams, said: 
“Dreamland remains open and the 
park will continue to operate as nor¬ 
mal whilst the joint administrators 
work alongside the existing manage¬ 
ment team to conduct an operational 
turnaround. 

“The joint administrators will eval¬ 
uate the prospects of the business be¬ 
fore engaging with any parties inter¬ 
ested in its acquisition, although 
registrations of interest are welcome.” 

Benjamin Wiles added: “Using our 
experience in the successful manage¬ 
ment and turnaround of Fantasy Is¬ 
land in Skegness, our aim is to bring 
to fruition the vision of the business 
and ensure its financial stability go¬ 
ing forward. 

“It is very much business as usual, 
and with a full programme of high pro¬ 
file events throughout the year, new 
rides and the opening of the Hall by The 
Sea in 2016, Dreamland is now in posi¬ 
tion to have an outstanding year.” 


Sands Heritage was hired by Than- 
et District Council to run the park in 
October 2014. At the time it was her¬ 
alded as a safe pair of hands with its 
board comprising of “industry and fi¬ 
nancial professionals who can dem¬ 
onstrate sector specific success with 
visitor attractions such as ZSL Lon¬ 
don Zoo, Kidzania and the new Lon¬ 
don Paramount Entertainment re¬ 
sort being planned in Kent” 

Nick Conington, its executive chair¬ 
man, was already a major investor in 
Margate through the Sands Hotel. 

He said: “This new phase for the 
pleasure park will enable it to thrive 
and continue to bring more and more 
visitors to Margate, the essential 
ingredient to further enable 
regeneration.” 

Rob Kenyon, Thanet District Coun¬ 
cil’s director of community services, 
said: “We are pleased one of Thanet’s 
major tourist attractions will be open 
for business as usual throughout the 
summer. We will work closely with 
the management and the joint ad¬ 
ministrators to secure a positive and 
sustainable future for Dreamland to 
grow in 2016 and beyond and one 



that continues to entertain residents 
and visitors alike. 

“The council remains committed 
to the development of the site and 
the benefits that it will offer the 
district.” 

Delays on getting rides online - 
most notably the Scenic Railway - 
proved a problem for its opening sum¬ 
mer season, although the offering has 


been greatly enhanced subsequently. 

In December, Sands Heritage had 
to enter what is known as a company 
voluntary agreement which saw 
debts with creditors restructured to 
allow it to continue to try and trade 
its way out of trouble. 

Dreamland is seen as one of the key 
drivers, alongside the Turner Con¬ 
temporary, in reviving Margate.

SHOW NO FEAR 

Leicester's glory can be our inspiration, says 
England boss and former Kent star Hodgson

Hope rather than expectation is the over¬ 
riding emotion as England look to make 
their mark at Euro 2016, yet Leicester’s 
fairytale campaign offers tantalising 
proof of what can be achieved when a 
group of talented players buy into a 
philosophy 

Roy Hodgson has gone about replacing 
much of the old guard with a fresh, 
young core, while simultaneously secur¬ 
ing impressive results and England’s 
passage to Euro 2016 with the only 
100 per cent record in 
qualification. 

For Hodgson, who plied his 
trade as a player for the 
likes of Kent non-league 
sides Ashford, 

Tonbridge, Maidstone 
and Gravesend, he 
knows his team need to 
win the mental game. “I 
don’t want the players 
to be fearful. I don’t 
want the players to be 
weighed down by 
expectations or 
thoughts of what might 
happen if they don’t 
succeed,” the England 
manager said. 



“We’ve seen this year the example with 
Leicester City;weeks and weeks turning 
into months and months of how long can 
this last? Is it all going to crack up? 

“Can you really make the Champions 
League? Can you finish above this team 
or that team? Can you win the league? 

“Each time what they’ve done is work 
hard, try hard and tried to make certain 
going into each game they’re capable of 
winning it. 

“That’s all we can do as well. It’s 
happened in the past. Nobody 
expected Denmark to win it in ‘92; 

™ nobody expected Greece to win in 
2004; no one expected Leicester 
to win the league.” 

Out of the 24 teams heading 
to France, bookmakers make 
England fourth favourites for 
the crown - little surprise 
given they beat hosts France 
in November and second 
favourites Germany two 
months ago. 

Questions still linger over 
defensive strength, captain 
Wayne Rooney’s role and the 
impact of inexperience, but 
there is at least some hope after 
the disastrous 2014 World Cup.

Whether they have enough to end 50 
years of hurt remains to be seen. 

France will this summer play host to 
24 nations and 51 matches between June 
10 and the winner lifting the trophy to a 
background of ticker tape and fireworks 
at the Stade de France on July 10. 

Among the other teams are Wales, the 
Republic of Ireland and Northern 
Ireland ensuring ample local interest. 

It will be the biggest European 
Championship of all-time, with more 
teams and more matches than ever as a 
large chunk of UEFA’s membership make 


the most of the bloated format. 

Whether the unnecessarily expanded 
competition takes the edge off the finals 
remains to be seen, but it certainly added 
extra excitement to qualification. 

World Cup semi-finalists Holland 
failed to make the finals as smaller 
nations proved more competitive than 
ever, with Iceland, Albania and Slovakia 
reaching the finals for the first time.

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Kane and Jamie Vardy has raised hopes 
that the Three Lions will possess enough 
attacking quality to make up for their 
side’s supposed defensive deficiencies at 
the tournament. 

If England boss Hodgson bows to 
public pressure and pairs Kane and 
Vardy together, skipper Rooney’s posi¬ 
tion could be under threat. 

But Terry Venables, who memorably 
guided England to the semi-finals at Euro 
96, has a simple solution - pick all three. 

“You can play Kane, Vardy and 
Rooney,” said Venables. 

“It reminds me of the clamour for me 
not to pick Alan Shearer ahead of Euro 
96.1 always knew I was going to pick 
Alan, even if I kept him sweating a bit in 
the build-up. 

“But it would have been madness to 
have left him out - just like it would be 
with Rooney. 

“Kane plays at a strong canter, Vardy 
is flat out, and you’ve got Rooney who is 
crafty. Rooney has learnt to do the Teddy 
Sheringham thing and ask defenders 
questions. 

“That interchange of positions has got to 
be delivered in football at this level now.” 

Venables says Hodgson has a squad 
capable of challenging in France and has 
no doubt what would be classed as a 
successful tournament. 

“I think the squad is fantastic, look 
how many players at that level you’ve 
got,” he added. 

“We’re packed with goals with Vardy 
and Kane - those boys are just amazing - 
and then there’s Marcus Rashford. 

“Roy’s got the cards. There’s no doubt 
we’ve seen the players playing at a very 
high level in the Premier League and now 



internationals. These boys know what 
they are doing and they are loving it. 

“What would be success? To win it. 
And they can win it.” 

Even if Rooney doesn’t start from the 
off against Russia on June 11 in 
England’s opening game, his experience 
will be key. 

At 30, the former Everton talent has 
carried the country’s weight of expect¬ 
ancy on his broad shoulders for many a 
tournament. 

Some, like Euro 2004, saw him become 
a national hero while others appearances 
are perhaps best forgotten. 

What can’t be disputed though is that 
an older and wiser Rooney will be some¬ 
one for major tournament rookies like 
Kane, Vardy, Eric Dier and Dele Alii to 
turn to as they try to make an impact 
similar to the one that their captain made 


12 years ago - before his sublime showing 
was cut short by a broken metatarsal. 

Rooney is happy to help out in what¬ 
ever way he can but insists he can adapt 
to a new role in an England side he feels 
can “match any team there is” at the 
France showcase. 

Despite breaking Sir Bobby Charlton’s 
long-standing goalscoring record for 
England, Rooney - now with 51 goals 
from his 109 caps - has been forced to 
play in a deeper role for his club of late 
with the out-going Louis van Gaal at Old 
Trafford preferring to utilise the explo¬ 
sive talents of Rashford. 

That may well be where he is favoured 
by many to play for England over the 
summer, giving licence to Kane and 
Vardy - who notched 49 top-flight goals 
between them last season - to start in 
attack. 


■ England's players 
have been in jovial 
mood before the 
serious business gets 
under way in France 
on June 11.

And, although stressing that he wishes 
to be regarded as a striker, Rooney says 
he can adapt to fill the needs of the team. 

“As a player you are always adapting,” 
he told Sky Sports News. 

“You adapt to your team-mates and 
different coaches you work under. It 
depends what the coaches want from 
you. Throughout my career I’ve adapted 
to different situations and different 
teams I’ve played in, and I have no prob¬ 
lem doing it. 

“In tournament football you need play¬ 
ers who can play in different positions. 
I’ve always felt like I can play in different 
positions. Obviously I want to play as a 
striker but I’ve always believed I am 
capable of playing in different positions. 

“I think you saw in the 2006 World Cup 
with Owen Hargreaves, he was probably 
England’s best player, purely for the fact 
he could play in different positions.” 

After crashing out of the 2014 World 
Cup in the group stages, England 
are expected to produce a much 
, better result in France.

W can lead England, Rooney says 
the squad is strong enough to beat 
anyone. 

“I don’t know,” he said when asked 
about tournament expectations. 

“I feel we have got a very good 
squad and it is probably the 
first time I feel that the 
squad is capable, in any 
given game, of matching 
any team there is. 

“It is obviously about having the 
consistency to do that throughout the 
tournament so you never know. “

It looked unlikely that Russia would 
even be in France after they took just 
eight points from their opening six 
games during the qualifiers.

Robbie Savage has compared Wales to 
Leicester as Chris Coleman’s side 
prepare for the European 
Championships as one of the tourna¬ 
ment’s underdogs.

“They go under the radar, but they get 
on with their job and if you add to that 
Bale or (Aaron) Ramsey - or Jamie 
Vardy and Mahrez - they are so similar 
and they will look at Leicester and think 
of it as an opportunity.”

midfield three is crucial. Add them to 
Gareth Bale and on their day they have 
an opportunity.”

EARLY EXITS WON’T INFLUENCE EXIT CAMPAIGN, SAYS BORIS

P UB landlords across the 
county are praying Eng¬ 
land dazzle in France as 
next weekend sees Euro 
2016 kick-off and crowds 
flock to watch the games in a big 
match atmosphere. 

A survey by pub trade bible The 
Publican nationwide said like-for-like 
sales were expect to soar by more 
than 10 per cent for two-thirds of li¬ 
censees with one in five expecting a 
rise of more than 20 per cent. 

If their hopes are realised, it would 
mean an average hike of 14 per cent 
- eclipsing the six per cent rise seen 
during the Rugby World Cup last 
year. 

And with the miserable weather so 
far this year keeping crowds low, it is 
hoped the tournament will pack 
them in. 

England’s games are, as ever, likely 
to be the main attraction and the 
opening matches should give pubs 
the best chance to cash in. 

The opening game for Roy Hodg¬ 
son’s team is next Saturday night 
with a potentially tough opener 
against Russia. 

But the big one will be the follow¬ 
ing Thursday’s clash with Wales. 
With a 2pm kick-off, thousands are 
expected to take late lunches from 
work and head to a pub to watch the 
action. 

The landlord of the popular Hunts¬ 
man Public House in Patterns Lane, 
Rochester is Peter Dockerill. 

He said: “I know we will be packing 
them in during the matches. If Eng¬ 
land score they get a free drink and 
there is free food during half time. 

“That’s why I know this place will 
be heaving during the games, espe¬ 
cially the England games. 

“On these match nights, we get 
around 150 people coming in all 
cheering on England and willing 
them on.” 

The final group stage game for Eng¬ 
land is an 8pm kick-off on Monday, 
June 20 against Slovakia. 

Adds Mr Dockerill: “We are in a 
good group, so I reckon we should 
make it through to the semis, which 
will be great for us. We work hard 
making these nights entertaining 
and that’s what it’s all about. 

“I don’t know how much more we

will make on each night, because 
that can vary, but we are going to do 
alright, no worries about that. We 
love our football around here.” 

Wes Cattermole works at The 
Archer Pub, in Sandwich Road, Do¬ 
ver. He told us: “Lots of people are 
confident England can make it out of 
the group stages, and the further we 
get, the better pubs do. 

“Our crowds can go up anything 
from a few dozen to over 70, which is 
great for a small pub like this. 

“We show the games and the fans 
come - they are dedicated and enjoy 


watching all the action in the atmos¬ 
phere of a local. 

“The weather hasn’t been all that 
recently, and this tournament should 
help make up some income we missed 
out on.” 

A spokesman at The Railway Tav¬ 
ern in Wrotham Road, Gravesend, 
said: “We can’t wait to get going here. 
Big competitions help bring in more 
people and we are completely geared 
up ready to go.” 

Nationwide, it is thought the tour¬ 
nament will pump in an extra £60 
million in revenue in pub sales. 


DEFEAT for UK nations at Euro 
2016 will not have any impact on 
the morale of the Brexit campaign 
ahead of the EU referendum, 
former London mayor Boris John¬ 
son has suggested. 

The football tournament is set to 
kick off on June 10 and will finish a 
month later with England and 
Wales due to face each other as 
well as Russia and Slovakia in the 
group stage. 


Meanwhile, Northern Ireland 
will play Germany, Poland and 
Ukraine. 

All group games will have been 
contested by the time the UK goes 
to the polls on June 23. 

And the former mayor of 
London does not believe that de¬ 
feats for the UK’s football teams 
would impact on campaign mo¬ 
rale. 

He said: “I’ve never known a 


campaign that’s really fascinating 
so many people in so many differ¬ 
ent ways. 

“I think people are tuning into 
this. 

“I don’t believe that there’s any 
real threat. 

“I think the British people have a 
robustness of spirit to be indiffer¬ 
ent to any result, I am sure they 
will want to vote for freedom, de¬ 
mocracy and taxpayer value.” 


David Scott, director of brands and 
insight at Carlsberg UK, told The 
Drinks Business magazine: “Euro 
2016 is a huge opportunity for pubs. 

“Football tournaments are worth 
more than £60m to the on-trade and 
live football can add an uplift of 60 
per cent to an outlet’s rate of sale. 

“We recognise the importance of 
this opportunity and we’re investing 
heavily to help our customers en¬ 
courage football fans off their sofas 
and into the pub. 


“We know that 75 per cent of pub- 
goers watch football, presenting pub¬ 
licans with the perfect opportunity to 
engage existing customers and draw 
new ones in. 

“This year is particularly impor¬ 
tant for the home nations with Eng¬ 
land, Wales and Northern Ireland all 
having qualified, meaning there are 
more matches and more opportuni¬ 
ties for pubs. Licensees must capital¬ 
ise on this as an opportunity not to be 
missed.”

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Amid fears of a wave of migrant 
boats, just how safe is our coast? 


Last weekend’s arrival of a dinghy of 
migrants at Dymchurch has sparked a

D EAD bodies washing up 
on our shores is inevitable 
if patrols of the Kent coast 
aren’t stepped up, a coun¬ 
cil chief has warned. 

The rescue of 18 Albanian mi¬ 
grants - including two children - 
found in a dinghy off the coast of 
Dymchurch last weekend has again 
ignited a debate as to whether our 
borders are secure enough. 

Of those that were rescued, five 
have been granted asylum, while the 
remaining 13 are set to be deported. 

Robert Stilwell, 33, from Dartford, 
and Mark Stribling, 35, from Farn- 
ingham, have been charged with 
people smuggling and will appear be¬ 
fore crown court later this month. 

Earlier this week, CCTV footage 
emerged of rubber inflatable boats 
being towed through Dymchurch in 
the dead of night, sparking further 
fears that the quiet Kent town is being 
used as a gateway for such 
activities. 

Roger Wilkins, Shepway councillor 
and chair of Dymchurch Parish 
Council, said he hoped to hold a meet¬ 
ing with officials in the coming weeks 
to thrash out plans to combat the 
threat. 

He told KoS: “It’s very worrying for 
me that a seemingly increasing 
number of people are trying to enter 
Britain via Dymchurch. 

“You can run up vehicles on the 
beach and then they’re gone as quick¬ 
ly as that. 

“But bringing young children all 
that way in a boat like that is ex¬ 
tremely dangerous and it’s fortunate 
that nobody was killed. 

“We have all got to be extra vigilant 
in case it happens again, and start 


looking at other ways to try and 
catch them. 

“I’d like to see more regular patrols 
and we’ve got the search and rescue 
helicopter based at Lydd - they could 
be involved too. 

“But it’s difficult because you can 
thoroughly patrol one area and they 
might then nip in somewhere else. 

“Something has got to be done be¬ 
cause sooner or later we’ll get bodies 
washing up on our shores and no¬ 
body wants that.” 

Border Force, which is part of the 
Home Office and is responsible for im¬ 
migration and customs controls for 
people and goods entering the UK, 
patrols the UK’s 7,000 miles of coast¬ 
al borders with a fleet of five cutter 
vessels. 

Three of these are in operation in 
UK waters at any one time, while one, 
HMC Protector, is currently deployed 
in the Aegean Sea between Greece 
and Turkey along with two other pri¬ 
vate vessels chartered by the Border 
Force to help deal with the European 
migrant situation. 

A fifth is tied up in dock and 
manned by a skeleton staff, ready to 
substitute any of the operational ves¬ 
sels should the need arise. 

A review of our maritime capabili¬ 
ty by the Royal United Services Insti¬ 
tute (RUSI), cited in a January report 
by the chief inspector of borders and 
immigration, said France had 20 
times the resources per kilometre of 
coast. 

However, stronger new maritime 
powers came into force this week, 
and are intended to crack down on il¬ 
legal immigration and those trying to 
sneak in asylum seekers or those in 
breach of a deportation order into the 
country. 

Border Force officers will be able to 
stop, board, divert and detain vessels, 
and arrest anyone they suspect has 


broken immigration laws in the UK’s 
territorial waters. 

There will also be around half a 
dozen new patrol vessels deployed to 
help intercept attempts to smuggle 
dangerous weapons, drugs and mi¬ 
grants into the country. 

Similar to but slightly bigger than 
standard rigid-hulled inflatable 
boats, these will complement the 
work of the cutters, working either in 
collaboration with them or independ¬ 
ently. 

The first of these will be in place 
within the next few months and all 
will be operational by the end of the 
year, Border Force said. 

Amid the sea of scepticism and crit¬ 
icism, however, the head of the EU’s 
law enforcement agency has insisted 
Britain has one of the strongest bor¬ 
ders on the continent. 

Rob Wainwright said: “When you 
are in the business of targeting your 
resources where intelligence takes 
you, then sometimes one or two 
things will slip through because you 
are looking elsewhere, for good rea¬ 
son. 

“It is worth pointing out that be¬ 
cause Britain is an island, because 
Britain is outside the Schengen zone 
but also because it has information 
sharing arrangements with EU part¬ 
ners, it still has one of the strongest 
borders of any country in Europe. 

“That is a consensus view right 
across Europe. 

“What I see, having a pretty good 
view of people smuggling right across 
Europe, is that Britain does its job 
most days very, very well.” 

Damian Collins, Conservative MP 
for Folkestone and Hythe, agreed the 
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investment of tens of millions to im¬ 
prove security in Calais and around 
the entrance to the Channel Tunnel 
was encouraging people from mi¬ 
grant camps to take ever more des¬ 
perate measures to try and arrive in 
Britain. 

However, he was confident the new 
laws would prove beneficial, and that 
the government was in good shape to 
combat the threat. 

“The government has always been 
alert to this risk, which is why the 
Border Force has patrol vessels which 
can intercept people at sea,” he said. 

“The 2016 immigration act, which 
came into force on Tuesday this week, 
also gives the Border Force additional 
maritime enforcement powers to 
board any vessel and to arrest any in¬ 
dividual it suspects of aiding people to 
enter the UK illegally. 

“The Home Office has also made 
available additional resources to the 
Border Force to crack down on illegal 
smuggling gangs. 

“Royal Navy frigates, like HMS 
Sutherland based at Plymouth, can 
also be called upon to patrol the 
Channel if required. 

“It is too soon to say whether this 
incident is a new threat to our shores, 
or one of a few isolated, desperate at¬ 
tempts to reach the UK. 

“However, we have to keep the situ¬ 
ation under close and constant re¬ 
view. 

“If even greater resources are re¬ 
quired in the future to try to stop peo¬ 
ple entering the UK illegally by cross¬ 
ing the Channel in small boats, then 
they must be made available.” 

Kent Police was criticised this week 
after one of its former patrol ships, the 


Princess Alexandra III, was listed for 
sale online at £250,000 - more than 
double the figure it sold it for at auc¬ 
tion two years ago. 

However, the force has defended 
the decision and insisted deploying a 
vessel to scour the seas for potential 
migrants does not come under its ma¬ 
rine unit’s remit, contrary to some 
reports. 

A spokesperson said: “Monitoring 
immigration and movements 
through the border are matters for 
the UK Border Force, who have their 
own vessels to support this. 

“The role of Kent Police’s search 
and marine unit focuses on counter¬ 
terrorism work, the protection of wa¬ 
terside critical sites and tackling seri¬ 
ous organised crime. 

“However, if officers come across 
immigration related issues while on 
other duties they will deal according¬ 
ly- 

“The force took the decision to sell 
The Princess Alexandra III as the cost 
of maintaining such a large vessel 
was not proportionate to the benefits 
it provided. 

“We have other vessels that are 
cheaper to run and which provide ef¬ 
fective capacity. 

“The additional benefits of the 
RHIBs that Kent Police has are that 
they can be transported by road to be 
launched from the most suitable loca¬ 
tion to speed up the response to an 
incident. 

“The sale of this particular vessel 
generated £100,000 before VAT. 

“As with all vehicles, they depreci¬ 
ate in value over time so it is unrealis¬ 
tic to expect that it would be sold at 
the value it was bought for in 2006.” 
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Record crowd enjoys breathless

Hill on February 4 in 1967, where it 
quickly became a staple of Saturday 
afternoon sports in the UK with both 
ITV and BBC broadcasting the sport. 

The popularity of rallycross soon 
spread, with the first event on the Eu¬ 
ropean mainland taking place in Hol¬ 
land in 1969, with the Scandinavian 
rallycross debut taking place in Swe¬ 
den two years later. 

Rallycross drivers get behind the 
wheel of supercars packing more 
than 600bhp and the ability to accel¬ 
erate from 0-60mph in less than two 
seconds - faster than an FI car. 

Mr Close told us the sport continues 
to grow in popularity, and the inti¬ 
mate setting of the circuit in Wootton 
helped make the event extra special. 

“It was great to see such a range of 
people in attendance,” he said. 

“It’s not just the hardcore rally- 
cross enthusiasts, but we saw plenty 
of families bring their kids and their 
dogs and having a great time.” 

Races tend to last around three and 
a half minutes - significantly shorter 
than other motor sports - meaning 
it’s a form of racing that truly appeals 
to the masses. 

Despite rain being predicted, Lyd¬ 
den Hill was basked in nothing but 
sunshine last weekend, which Mr 
Close said had a positive impact on 
the turnout. 

World RX managing director Paul 
Bellamy added: “We were blessed 
with blue skies, a packed crowd and 
action-packed racing at our home 


round of the World Championship at 
Lydden this weekend. 

“The crowd arrived from the early 
hours to watch qualifying, semi-fi¬ 
nals and final and the drivers certain¬ 
ly put on a good show, with some 
bumper-to-bumper racing and over¬ 
taking on Hairy Hill which was sur¬ 
rounded by rallycross fans.” 

Mattias Ekstrom proved the victor 
on the track, claiming his third back- 
to-back victory in the 2016 FIA 
World Rallycross Championship.

Hansen clinched third.

T HOUSANDS flocked to Lyd¬ 
den Hill last weekend for 
what organisers described 
as “the biggest and best” 
two days of racing yet. 
Saturday and Sunday saw the cir¬ 
cuit located between Canterbury and 
Dover host the World Rallycross of 
Great Britain in its now traditional 
bank holiday weekend slot. 

Some 15,000 were in attendance 
across the two days - a record turnout 
- and fans witnessed some truly 
breathless bumper-to-bumper ac¬ 
tion. 

Spokesperson John Close told KoS: 
“It was an excellent weekend and 
comfortably one of the best events we 
have had in a long time. 

“The support it has all received 
from both the public and the drivers 
has been fantastic. 

“The MSA [Motor Sports Associa¬ 
tion] told us they’ve never seen it that 
full before so it’s great to have gener¬ 
ated that kind of support. 

“It’s getting bigger and better each 
time and hopefully we’ll see more of 
the same next year.” 

Rallycross was invented by Robert 
Reed, who was the producer on ITV’s 
World of Sport programme at the 
time, and has its roots at the race 
track in Wootton.

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Molly Kersey-Law spoke to the singer about his upcoming Kent performance... 


A cclaimed jazz singer 
Curtis Stigers will be 
bringing his live con¬ 
cert to Tunbridge 
Wells. 

The American performer first 
shot to fame in the early 90s with 
hit songs including I Wonder Why 
and You’re All That Matters To Me. 

He released his self-titled debut 
album in 1991 and has since 
performed on stage with a number 
of musical legends such as Eric 
Clapton and Elton John. 

He will be performing at the 
Assembly Hall Theatre next month 
and says that he is looking forward 
to the upcoming show. 

“It’s going to be great,” he said. 

“I have been making records for 
25 years so I have got a wide 
variety of music to draw from. 

“I have got a wonderful band 
that I tour with, a trio all from 


New York City. 

“I always do I Wonder Why and 
You’re All That Matters To Me and 
songs like that. I know there’s a 
part of my audience that comes out 
because they know me from way 
back then. 

“The way we approach music is a 
lot more acoustic than what I did 
on my first record, even though I 
play I Wonder Why I do a version of 
it that suits the band that I am 
with. It’s not nearly as overcharged 
as the early 90s pop hits. 

“We are jazz musicians but we 
want to engage the audience. I like 
an evening of conversation with 
the audience. We play music that 
people can relate to.” 

Mr Stigers has been interested in 
jazz music from a young age. 

“I have been playing jazz all my 
life. I have always loved different 
kinds of music. 


“When I made my first record I 
happened to be really spending a 
lot of time writing pop soul songs 
and that’s where I was at that time, 
but I have always played jazz and 
even when I had a big pop career in 
the 90s I was still sneaking off and 
doing little jazz gigs to keep my 
interest piqued. 

“Right around 20001 realised 
that the pop world wasn’t waiting 
up late asking where my next pop 
record was. 

“We both fell out of love with 
each other at that time so it made 
sense to explore making jazz 
records.” 

Mr Stigers has released new 
work almost every year since his 
recording career began more than 
25 years ago. 

Speaking about his inspiration 
for new music, he explained: “I 
tend to write songs about the 


things that are going on in my life 
or went on in my life last year or 
the year before. 

“My most recent record is an 
album of 10 beautiful love songs. I 
made that in response or answer to 
my previous record. I came out of a 
very dark period - my divorce. I had 
a heartbreak but I found my way 
out of it. 

“It’s hard for me to listen to 
music without thinking about the 
idea of singing and playing those 
songs. I listen to a lot of songs and 
it’s hard for me to just think ‘that’s 
pretty’. Instead I think ‘that’s 
pretty, I wonder if I could take it 
apart and put it back together in 
one of my records’.”

D ARKLY comic Harold 
Pinter play The Birth¬ 
day Party will be per¬ 
formed on stage in 
Margate during its 
tour of the UK. 

Set in a shabby boarding house 
in a small seaside town, the play 
tells the story of an elderly couple - 
Meg and Petey - who are taking 
care of solitary guest Stanley, who 
rarely ever ventures outside. 

One day, two charming stran¬ 
gers arrive at the house - offering a 
distraction from their mundane 
lives. However, when a seemingly 
innocent birthday party erupts 
into a game of cat and mouse there 
are horrifying repurcussions. 

The play, which was originally 
written in 1958, was Mr Pinter’s 
first major work. 

Declan Rodgers, Ged McKenna 
and Jonathan Ashley will star in 
the show, which will be coming to 
37 venues during its tour.

The bath, book and bed routine can help parents and children explains successful TV nanny Jo Frost 


E XHAUSTED parents of ba¬ 
bies and young children 
say they would pay thou¬ 
sands to end sleepless 
nights. 

But TV nanny Jo Frost insists they 
don’t need to pay a penny to get a de¬ 
cent night’s sleep - just stringently 
adhere to the routine of bath, book, 
bed with their child. 

Ms Frost is supporting the new 
BookTrust Bath Book Bed campaign 
to encourage the fundamental bed¬ 
time routine, which will help all the 
family sleep well, encourage a love of 
reading, and promote the bond be¬ 
tween parent and child. 

Ms Frost, who found fame in TV’s 
Supernanny, says: “Sleep deprivation 
is the most common complaint I hear 


from parents of young children. 

“Tired parents and tired children is 
a recipe for disaster.” 

“But the solution doesn’t need to be 
complicated regimes or expensive 
gizmos,” she added. “A routine as 
simple as bath, book, bed can get 
young children to settle so everyone 
can benefit from a good night’s sleep.” 

A survey of a thousand parents 
with children aged three and under 
by the reading charity BookTrust 
found 78 per cent believe lack of sleep 
is the hardest part of being a new par¬ 
ent, with many claiming they’d pay 
more than £10,000 to put an end to 
sleepless nights. 

More than half of parents (60 pc) 
say they want guidance on having a 
consistent and successful routine to

get their child to sleep at night, which 
prompted BookTrust to team up with 
Frost to launch Bath Book Bed. 

Ms Frost, who has been a nanny for 
more than 20 years, says: “Story time 
is an integral part of a bedtime rou¬ 
tine - it strengthens children’s vocab¬ 
ulary and literacy skills, and enables 
them to foster a love of reading. 

“Kids need to feel safe and secure 
when they sleep, and when you spend 
quality time reading stories to them, 
you wind yourself down as well as 
your children through the love of sto¬ 
rytelling.” 

She explained that the safe feeling 
which is provided by the routine 
not only helps children get to sleep, 
but relaxes them enough to give 
them a sound night’s sleep and 


helps prevent night waking. 

“The routine helps them wind 
down, and there are fewer interrup¬ 
tions during the night because there’s 
less anxiety as parents have given 
them their loving time before they go 
to sleep, and the child feels settled.” 

Ms Frost advises parents to read to 
babies as soon as they’re born, be¬ 
cause the rhythm, tone and repeti¬ 
tion helps establish a healthy routine 
and love for reading straight away. 

“Once they’ve had that from such a 
young age it becomes an enjoyable 
part of their life,” she says. 

“Parents think there’s some magic 
fairy dust that will help kids sleep, 
and there isn’t - what you need is 
bath, book and bed. Encouraging 
parents to do it is a big deal.”

Stop bleating 
over EU exit 

I AM grateful to Reg Bell of Thanet 
Against Live Exports for reminding 
your readers [KoS letters, last 
week] of the motion the Labour 
group put to Dover District Council 
back in July 2013. 

There is no need for me to “study” 
the original motion as I proposed it. 
It asked for the 1847 act allowing 
live animal exports to be amended 
to prevent the live animal trade and 
for the RSPCA inspectors to be able 


policing and fire services, as the 
government continues with the 
inadequate experiment with 
police and crime commissioners. 

At district council level, locally 
elected members are losing 
control of the planning system,

to do their job properly. 

Dover’s Conservative majority 
insisted that the motion go to the 
scrutiny committee for more 
detailed examination of the issues. 
After the scrutiny committee had 
taken all the evidence possible, the 
committee supported the original 
provisions of the motion. 

At no point did the scrutiny 
process identify withdrawal from 
the EU as a means of improving the 
care of live animals during 
transportation. It did, however, 
propose working with the UK and 
EU governments to improve the 
way in which the laws were 


applied. The scrutiny committee’s 
recommendations were accepted 
by the district council. 

I am pleased (South Thanet MP} 
Craig Mackinlay has taken up the 
issue, but it remains a fact that 
10-minute bills rarely succeed and 
their success does not depend on the 
EU but on the UK government’s 
timetable. 

Sadly, leaving the EU is unlikely 
to improve the welfare of animals 
being transported long distances. If 
Mr Mackinlay’s bill becomes law, it 
could stop the trade through the 
east Kent ports but it won’t stop the 
trade within the EU. Nor will it do 
anything to stop the trade being 
re-routed via the UK’s land border 
between Northern Ireland and an 
EU state, Ireland. 

Before Ireland and the UK joined 
the EU legal, and illegal, move¬ 
ments of animals across the border 
were commonplace. 

A sea route from Ireland to ports 
on the continental mainland will 
be much more stressful to the 
animals, not to mention the 
additional land journeys. And 
leaving the EU will give us no 
chance of influencing the EU.

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BRAND UPDATE: Korean brand’s mastery of innovation and five-year 
production cycles has rocketed it into the UK car market sales top ten... 


H YUNDAI makes me think ‘rotation 
and revolution’ - and I’m not talking 
about what goes on beneath the 
bonnet. 

It describes how this under-rated 
Korean brand has leapt from a decidedly dodgy 
entry to our market in 1982, to celebrate a 
million UK car sales earlier this year. 

It has done so by rapid rotation of models 
- usually every five years - and a revolutionary 
approach to designing new models rather than 
merely ‘evolving’ them from their predecessors 
- as so many rivals do. 

Hyundai’s first car was the Pony, South Korea’s 
first mass-produced car, a crude rear-wheel drive 
effort borrowing heavily from ageing British 
Leyland engineering and management. 

It was only a slightly better than Iron Curtain 
dross of that era such as the Skoda Estelle, Lada 
Riva and Yugo series and it was a long time 
before Hyundai really started to gain ground 
here, but it’s motoring now; 600,000 of its UK 
sales have been since 2005 and it is now the UK 
market’s 10th biggest brand, with one of the 
youngest line-ups. 

The newest addition is the Tucson junior SUV, 
a perfect example of rotation and revolution: its 
ix35 predecessor was no slouch, yet lasted the 
usual five years before being axed - well before its 
time - and replaced by the demonstrably superior 
Tucson, itself a huge leap ahead of a 2004-9 


namesake. That story can be re-told across 
the Hyundai range, which also has one of the 
best warranties around: five years/unlimited 
miles. 

Indeed, it is a worry that a relatively young 
brand like Hyundai from a nation of 51 million, 


can make and sell cars so well to a country of 
65 million that taught manufacturing to the 
world yet systematically trashed its own motor 
industry. 

Meanwhile, Hyundai’s second million UK 
sales is surely not far off. 
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The Skyactiv pioneer is now even better 


Mazda’s CX-5 was the ‘prototype’ for the Japanese marque’s impressive Skyactiv 
tech - newly updated, it’s still a brilliant showcase writes Steve Loader... 



M AZDA has transformed 
its fortunes since 2012 
when it launched a 
new ‘Skyactiv’ suite of 
technologies. 

Recognising that hybrid and 
electric development was too 
expensive then for this relatively 
small Japanese brand, Mazda chose 
instead to squeeze as much as 
possible from existing know-how. 

The brand’s engineers shaved 
weight obsessively in every depart¬ 
ment, fine-tuned aerodynamics, and 
hunted big efficiencies and eco 
benefits in powertrains. 

This brainstorming was labelled 
SkyActiv and first applied to the CX-5 
crossover/SUV. It was an instant star 
and the same formula has benefited 
all subsequent Mazdas, creating one 
of the best and most advanced ranges 
on the market. 

But that was 2012: has this 
‘Skyactiv prototype’ - kept up in a 
fast-moving market? Absolutely, 
helped by a judicious facelift last year. 

In truth, Mazda could easily have 
rested on its laurels, but the interior 
is a little more luxurious than before 
and there’s more stowage - following 
customer feedback. 

Sound insulation, refinement and 
ride comfort is also better, styling 
tweaks have harmonised the looks, 


creature comfort and safety specs 
are high, and the CX-5 line-up looks 
great value from £22,995. 

The well-arranged facia has 
gained Mazda’s MZD-Connect 
infotainment set-up: integrated 
7-inch colour touchscreen with 
digital radio and Bluetooth, online, 
music and social media connectivity. 


But it’s the CX-5’s overall feel good 
factor that has risen hugely; like its 
newer and smaller brother, the CX-3, 
it needs just a light touch to navigate 
tortuous lanes. 

For a high-riding SUV-style wagon 
it also keeps a flat stance on corners, 
despite the facelift’s chassis work, 
designed to make the ride suppler. 



Available in more economical 
front-wheel drive or 4x4, it’s very 
much down to what the buyer 
requires: best economy or the 
occasional need to venture onto 
rougher surfaces. 

The CX-5 is not intended to be an 
off-roader, but the 4x4 can match 
any other ‘soft-roader’ while setting

the highest standards on-road and 
outclassing the original of its type, 
the Toyota RAV4. 

The test car was a 4x4 mated with 
the excellent 173bhp 2.2 diesel and a 
slick-shifting six-speed manual ‘box 
- experience shows it’s pretty much 
the optimum combination. 

Able to shame rivals costing far 
more, the engine is smooth, flexible 
and economical and 136g/km of C02 
emissions - incurring £130/year road 
tax - are modest for what it delivers. 

And while the driver is happy, so 
should everyone else be: the cabin is 
roomy across the back and all three 
seats can be folded individually for 
flexible loading, using Mazda’s 
pioneering quick release system. 

But this space is not at the expense 
of the boot, one of the best in class at 
503 litres, or 1,620 with all seats 
down, loading being eased by a 
relatively low boot height.
